were among the first to put on the babili-

In a Government depending for its ex- 
istence on opinion, the sudden withdrawal 
of ^ mind which has exercised so great 
an influence for the stability aad preser- 
vation of our Institutions, not only in

And it is the death of 
such a man, by such means, which admon-
